The 1950 rules lengthened the 


duck-hunting season in. the Paci- 
fic flyway—the west coast states 
and Idaho. Utah, Nevada and Ari- 
zona—by five days, and increased 
the daily bag limit.

They reduced waterfowl seasons 


in the Mississippi flyway a like 
| amount because of signs of a 
' smaller supply of birds.

In the other states the seasons 


remained unchanged 
from 
last 


year, except those in the central 
flyway. There more waterfowl are 
expected, and hunting bag limits 
were increased. 


States of that flyway are Mon- 


tana,

Kansas, Oklahoma, New Mex- 


ico and Texas. 


Albert M. Day, director of* the

STALIN AND OUR FAMILY GOSSIP 


Anybody who's alive says and does a lot of things 


in the privacy of his own home and family he'd just as 
soon not shout about to the neighbors. 


That being the case, such things remain a family af- 


fair. But once you open the windows and start shout- 
ing, the neighbors are going to have a field day misin- 
terpreting—and rebroadcasting—what they hear. 


On a much larger scale, the same course of events 


holds true for a couple U. S. family affairs which at the 
moment are making excellent gossip for our Communist 
neighbors across the world, which in this day and age is 
just across the street, reminds Sumner Ahlbum in an 
editorial written for NEA Service. 


One of these has to do with the railroads—the other, 


with the secietary of the Navy. 


To be sure, the trains never stopped running, although 


it could have been otherwise. The Brotherhood of Rail- 
way Trainmen and the Order of Railway Conductors had 
already shown they were going to stop everything that 
runs on rails—and that means a major part of the na- 
tion's life—unless the President took over. Just about 
the time we were being assured the trains wouldn't stop, 
Secretary of the Navy Francis P. Matthews let go with 
the declaration we should "pay the price, even the price 
'of instituting a war, to compel cooperation for pea«,?" 
* What he said drew sharp rebukes from the White House 
\and State Department. It was the most open split in the 
' official Washington family since Henry Wallace was dis- 
inherited in 1946 


We are not arguing the merits of either the railroad 


unions' dispute nor Secretary Matthews' philosophy. We 
do not consider Matthews a wild-haired' friend of the 
Commies. 


We do think, however, that both parties—the railroad 


men and Matthews—gave a lot of "aid and comfort" to our 
unfriendly neighbors behind Stalin's iron mustache. The 


f Big Lie is really nothing more than the jnalicious story 
"a gossip down the street starts airing when she hears 
something through your open window you never intend- 
ed her to hear. When you put it on a global basis, it 
doesn't take much imagination to guess what Russia can 
do with the family affairs we've just shouted out to the 
world. 


Stalin can get a sympathetic audience of other people 


down the street when he tells them—as we're sure he 
will—that the railroad men don't want to work because 
they don't believe in what we're doing in Korea, and the 
government had to force them to work. The same audi- 
ence will be all ears when he shrugs his shoulders and 
asks how anybody can believe America's honorable in- 
tentions when a cabinet member—and one of the military, 
at that—says we ought to start a war now. We know 
otherwise, of course, because we're in the family. But it 
would have been a lot smarter to have kept the window 
closed in the first place. Neighbor Stalin—and we don't 
mean good neighbor—can cook up enough bad gossip, 
enough big lies, without us putting them in his mouth.

WASHINGTON— (NEA)—Pennsylvania Congressman frank Bu- 
w chanan's Select Committee to Investigate Lobbying Activities is 
preparing to drop a dozen hot reports soon. They should do much to 
throw the spotlight on Washington's $8-milIion-a-year high-pressure 
industry. 
But according to Chairman Buchanan himself, "This just scratches 


the surface. There is still much unfinished business." 


What the investigation has proved so far, says Chairman Buchanan, 


is that lobbying has gone underground. 


Ways have been found to evade the Lobby Registration Act which 


was made part of the Congressional Reorganization plan of 1946. One 
of the Buchanan Committee's most important reports, still in the 
drafting stage, will be legislative recommendations to strengthen the 
Lobby Registration Act now on the books. 


The committee has already issued two reports. One covered a de- 
tailed study of the housing and real estate lobbies. The other was a 
preliminary report on lobbying by the Federal Security Agency in 
behalf of its own proposals for health insurance. 


To be released within the next week or so are three reports, each 


dealing with a pair of opposing lobbies—one supported by liberal 
interests, the other by conservatives. 


One report will cover lobbying activities of Public Affairs Institute, 


end the Foundation for Economic Education. 


Another report will cover activities of Dr. Edward A. Rumley's 


Committee for Constitutional Government and William L. Patterson's 
Civil Rights Congress. f 
"DOTH Dr. Rumley and Patterson have refused to disclose completely 
" the sources of tbeir financial backing, and they face a possible 
committee recommendation that they be cited for contempt of 
Congress, 
Also facing possible citation for contempt.iff Joseph P. Kamp, vice 


president of the Constitutional Education League. Kamp has already 
been sentenced to four months in jail for refusing to disclose the 
source of his backing to the House Campaign Committee. 


Merwin K. Hart's National Economic Council and Americans for 


Democratic Action—whose chairman i? ex-Attorney General Francis 
Biddle—will be the subjects of the select committee's third in this 
series of special agency reports. 


Other reports to come from the committee will cover lobbying aCj 


ttvities by Department of State, Department of Agriculture and 
other government agencies. American Bar Association witnesses are 
to testify in September and their appearance will be followed by a 
report on contingency fee lobbying, the particular pet of the legal 
profession in Washington. 


A series of four special reports will be issued on lobbying activities 


investigated by the committee's staff, but on which there has been no 
time to conduct hearings. They will cover activities of the small busi- 
ness groups, the electric power lobby, the medical profession's lobby, 
the savings and loan companies' lobby. 


Another special report will analyze returns from * questionnaire 


sent out by the Buchanan committee to business, labor, farm and other 
pressure group organizations active in Washington. 


Finally there will be an over-all report by the committee, summar- 


izing the results of its investigations thus far. 


The committee has had * somewhat stormy year. 
But Jt has uncovered a lot of useful infomration on how the pressure 


groups operate and how they attempt to influence legislation. It has

Revenue Bureau 
has 
announced 


preliminary plans

taxes under the new Social Secur- 
ity act signed by President Tru- 
man Monday. 


The chief point in the sparsely 


detailed announcement 
was that 


report forms rather than stamps 
or coupe s will be used for col- 
lecting social security taxes on 
house servants and farm workers. 
This means that payment of the 
tax must accompany the reporting 
form. 


On Jan. 1 the new act will put 


about 10.000,000 additional 
per- 


sons under coverage of Social Se- 
curity, lifting total coverage 
to 


some 45,000,000 workers.

During Year 1949 


Washington, D. C.—All but 10 


of Pennsylvania's 1,558 forest fires 
during 1949 were man-caused. The 
total acreage loss was 32,805. De- 
spite an increa; 5 over previous 
years, 
the area burned per fire 


last year was held to a below av- 
erage low of 21.1 acres. 


Careless campers accounted for 


nearly half of the state's 1949 for- 
est fires. All Pennsylvania wood- 
lands are under organized protec- 
tion. 


These figures were revealed in 


a report published by American 
Forest Products Industries. Based 
on official U. S. Forest Service 
statistics, it shows comparative 
fire loss figures for all states. Na- 
tional .sponsor of the forest fire 
prevention program—Keep Amer- 
ica Green—AFPI la a non-profit 
organization supported by 
the 


country's leading wood-dependent 
industries. 


Commenting on the Pennsylva- 


nia forest fire record, AFPI for- 
ester J. C. McClellan called for 
continued emphasis on fire pre- 
vention education. 


"The Keep Green program, ac- 


tive in Pennsylvania and 27 other 
states, provides an effective ve- 
hicle for citizens interested in com- 
batting forest fire losses. All Am- 


ericans," Mr. McClelland declared, 
"must be made aware of the Im- 
portance of fire prevention. Every 
woods fire that burns destroys re- 
sources this country needs to re- 
main strong an'? prosperous." 


The AFPI forester stressed the 


need for full public support of fed- 
eral and state fire control agen- 
cies.
